LANSING (AP) — The redemp­ 
tion period on mortgage foreclos­ 
ures would be cut in half—from 
one year to six months—under a 
bill passed Friday in the House. 
The bill was one of 22 pushed 
through the lower chamber during 
the first Friday afternoon session 
of the year. 
Rep. Joseph Gillis, D - Detroit, 
said his bill to reduce the mort­ 
gage 
redemption 
period 
would 
bring Michigan in line with most 
other states. It passed by a 65-20 
vote. 
■ Only three other states have re­ 
demption periods — the time al­ 
lowed 
homeowners 
to 
redeem 
their property by resuming pay­ 
ments—as long as 
a year, the 
Detroit lawmaker said.

Job Making Test 


The Upper Peninsula this week saw cooperation between 
labor and management in the interests of the entire com­ 
munity. This refreshing show of unity appeared in union 
support for two bills intended to prolong—and possibly re­ 
vitalize—the underground iron mining industry in the Upper 
Peninsula. 
Tile proposed legislation was agreed upon by 
representatives of management and labor after a series of 
meetings in which both sides discussed their problems. 
What emerged was a pair of bills that will give tax re­ 
lief to companies owning and operating underground iron 
mines. If passed by the Legislature, these two bills could 
start the mining ranges back on the road to an era of more 
stable employment and offer hope of employment to hun­ 
dreds who have lost their jobs in the mines.. 
If these bills are not passed by the Legislature .. it is hard 
to imagine that anyone would so vote to kill an important in­ 
dustry . . there can be little hope for U.P. deep shaft iron 
mining. Cleveland-Cliffs Iron Co. has made it clear that two 
of its Marquete Range mines—the Mather B and Bunker 
Hill—w ill not operate much longer if a solution to the under­ 
ground mining problem is not found. This would mean 800 
men without jobs—an annual purchasing power of around 
$4,000,000.

House Bill 290 would provide for a gradual equalization 
of valuations on mining and non-mining properties.

is of greatest importance on the Menominee Range, where 
wide discrepancies exist between valuations on mines and 
valuations on other properties.

Despite the growing popularity 
of split-level and bi-level homes 
in our nation’s suburbs, the clear 
preference of most home buyers is 
still for the convenience of one- 
story living. 
The trouble is, most ranch type 
houses contain only three bed­ 
rooms, and as the average size of 
American families continues 
to 
grow a great many people are 
having to settle for multi-level 
homes they would much prefer to 
avoid. 
This violates the cardinal 
principle that the house should fit 
the family, instead of the other 
way around. 
No four-bedroom family has to 
make any compromises in today’s 
House of the Week. 
It seems to 
have everything modern living de­ 
mands, plus a number of dramatic 
extra features which bear the im­ 
print of its imaginative designer, 
architect Samuel Paul.

Father, 25, Lives 
With Kidney 
From Dead Man 
BOSTON (AP)—Last April 5, 
accountant 
Melbourne 
Doucette 
Jr., 25, received a kidney trans­ 
planted from a dead man whose 
name Doucette doesn’t know' to 
this day. 
Now, ll months later, Doucette, 
father of two boys, works in a 
basement office in his Wakefield 
home and lives an almost normal 
life, except for daily check-up vis­ 
its to a hospital. 
Beneficiary of an historic sur- 
! gical operation, Doucette now’ has 
lived longer than any other per­ 
son in America after receiving a 
kidney from a dead man. A pa- 


j tient in France has survived 14 
months. 
He told about the operation — 
j what little he remembers—after 
doctors at Peter Bent Brigham 
' Hospital disclosed the transplant 
Friday at a news conference. 
“They took me into the operat­ 
ing room about 8 o’clock one 
! night, and I told them I wasn’t 


J supposed to have an operation,” 


i Doucette recalled 
“But they said, ‘We’ve got a 
kidney and you’re going to get 
it,” and then they gave me the 
needle.” 
Although the doctors won’t tell 
him the name of the donor, Dou­ 
cette says he believes from con­ 
versations with other patients that 
he was about 30 years old. a fath­ 
er like himself and that he died 
in the hospital. 
Doucette has fixed up an office 
in the basement of his new' home, 
installed an electric typewriter, 
adding machine and files and now 
all he needs is more clients. In 
his spare time he is paneling the 
cellar. 
Since he left the hospital in De­ 
cember. Doucette makes daily re­ 
turn visits for various tests. 
The kidney transplants wrere pi­ 
oneered at Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital. Dr. John P. Merrill, who 
has had a prominent role in the 
operations, 
said 
61 
transplants 
have been done at the hospital 
and 20 recipients survived. The 
first seven patients died but four 
of the last six survived.
